The Rev. Jamc; W. Brown, pallor of the 
Filer I3aptl!it chitrcli, wrltlrri another 
clinptcr to the current niy.strri'.

The nilnlsler from Filer, 11 reeins. 1;; not 
only cnrele.'us with hi,s conclusions, but Is pre- 
Judlclously presumptuou.-; as well. 

F!r.st of all, so a.i not to keep him In su.",- 
pcnsp. H'c'JI im.su'er point bl.ink- !he ron- 
cUidlnp question In Mr. Drown'.'i letter, with 
which he apparently expected to lay low. 

"Do we want the sheriff to enforce stiite 
laws on gambllnR and liquor?" he asks, "And 
let's have a atralRht out answer with no 
hedRlnp." 

Of course we want the sheriff to enforce 
these laws, Mr. Brown, and we challcnRc you 
to cite one Instance In which thU newspaper 
ha.-! crttlcljcd the sheriff for auch enforce- 
ment. 

Tlie l.s,^ue, you say. \x not 42 bottles of 
llciuor. Tliat'."! your opinion. We maintain 
It'a the Rhcrlff'a business to enforce the law.s. 
But why excuse him and the county pro- 
secutor for their failure to clear up a stlnklnR 
mesa right In the courthouse? Much as you 
would like to minimize this particular In- 
cident. Mr. Brown, that's an entirely different 
matter not to be confused with acLs of law 
enforcement. The Tlme.'i-News has contended 
from the outset that this mess .should be 
cleared up, no matter who might be guilty, 
and ha.s felt all along that both the sheriff 
and the county prosecutor have made no 
Bcrlous attempt to prosecute this particular 
matter, which may or may not be significant, 
but which nevcrtheles.s Is their responsibility. 

Now as for Mr. Brown's enthusiasm over 
what ho describes as "the board of hcallh'.*! 
recent expose of vice conditions In our 
county." He can make as much as he wishes 
of what the state health department's re- 
ports actually contained, b.ut In that .same 
connection, some of those whom he praises for 
having a part In bringing out that report hit 
one of the dirtiest, below-the-bclt blows 
wo have ever seen delivered. 

"I notice by the release from the health 
department." said Sheriff Raybom 
signed statement at the time, "where they 
state that prostitution Is condoned by local 
officials. I FURTHER NQ-nCE THAT THESE 
DISEASES INVOLVE THE SCHOOLS." {TllC 
capitals are ours.) 

We have copies of the two reports which 
the public health department Issued In con- 
nection with prostitution and venereal dLs- 
enscs In Twin Falls. And we challenge you, 
Mr. Grown, the sheriff. County Commissioner 
Hawkins, or anyone else, to show us one word 
In either of thc.io reports that even alludes 
to venereal dlsca,sc In our schools! 

In fact, the Tlmes-Newa wrote direct to 
L. J. Peterson, administrative director of the 
state department of public health, asklnp for 
a clariricatlou of misquotations and mislead- 
ing statements in connection with his de- 
partment's reports, particularly as they might 
relate to our schools. In his reply he ad- 
mitted that the "State Department of Public 
Health does not compile statistics on tlie In- 
cidence of Venereal disease in educational 
institutions," 

So tell us, Mr. Brown, how did It happen 
that our schools were dragged Into this me.^s? 
If you are proud of any part you, the sheriff, 
or anyone else may have had In this parti- 
cular phase of the expn.'^e, Mr. Brown, you are 
welcome to It. It w.i.t a slur the .studenLs. 
their parenu and the rchool officials of 
Twin Falls have every rea'^on to resent. 

We might add that Mr. Teterson. In an- 
.Twerlng another of our questions, admitted 
that the overall venereal dbeasc rate for the 
slate per 1,000 population during 1043-47 
was 2.6, as compared with a rate of 2 3 for 
Twin Falls city and county. 

Another enlightening fact In Ihls con- 
nection Is the Introductory admL-sIon in the 
venereal dlsea.se program, gotten out by the 
state department of public health last 
December. 

"The lncrett.se In these dlsea.ses over fa) 
seven year period," It admitted, "Is probably 
not actual, but rather Is due to better reporl- 
InE to the health department." 

As for Mr. Detwellcr. we'll let him speak for 
himself. But don't for a moment mLscon.'true 
that to mean that we apologlie for our 
respect for Mr. Dctweller. No one In Twin 
Falls, or Twin Falls county for that matter, 
has worked harder and more conscientiously 
for the progress and betterment of this com- 
munity. We have never known an Individual 
who worked more sincerely and unselfishly, 
in splto of those who make It a business of 
condemning all civic leaders.
